The first Outward Bound School—a sea school—was established at Aberdovey 
on the coast of Wales in 1941 by Lawrence Holt, of the Blue Funnel Line, and 
Kurt Hahn, the headmaster of Gordonstoun, where Prince Charles is receiving his 
education now, following in the footsteps of his father, the Duke of Edinburgh. 
The aim of the two men was to equip youths to cope with the hazards of life and 
to become active citizens. Monthly courses for boys from every walk of life were 
provided in which training was given in seamanship, athletics and cross-country 
expeditions. Strict discipline, including no smoking, prevailed. A purposeful com- 
munity was forged and so great was the success of the school that the Outward 
Bound ‘Trust was formed in 1946 to take over and develop the project. ‘The 
training is severe, but it is so balanced that it does not demand more from any 
boy than he can give. The discipline is stern, but it is essentially self-discipline 
based on a high conception of honour and of the power of the individual to 
overcome his own weaknesses. Membership of the Outward Bound ‘Trust, whether 
annual (£2 2s) or life (£25), gives the right to nominate any boy of 16-20 years 
for a course at Anakiwa. The cost of the 23-day course is £40-50, with the sponsor 
being expected to take responsibility for this.

The University of Otago is the centre of education in New Zealand—the ordinance establish- 
ing it was passed in 1869 and since then the University has built up a fine tradition of learning 
and its graduates have achieved eminence in many countries. A great many professional people 
all over New Zealand have spent at least some of their years of studying in Dunedin, where we 
have the Dominion’s only schools of Medicine, Dentistry, Home Science, Physiotherapy and Physical 
Education, as well as the Faculty of Technology.

HE SEA contains a vast range of animals, most of which 

we do not normally see alive. But the tanks of a marine 
aquarium enable us to observe, alive, and in near-natural conditions, 
many of the strange creatures that inhabit it. Some, such as the 
jet-propelled octopus, are very active; others, such as sea-squirts 
and sea anemones, are extremely slow in most of their movements, 
only an occasional faster response indicating their animal nature. 
Part of the gallery of the recently-rebuilt Portobello Aquarium 
is shown in the top picture. The large wall tanks, lit from above, 


give fairyland-like glimpses of life under the sea. At lower left 


is the octopus spreading its tentacles, each armed with many 


suckers. At right is a male seahorse, a curious little fish that 


usually swims vertically.

Beautiful Mount Sefton, reaching up 10,354 feet in

Clutha River gorge from 
Cromwell, Hartley and 
Reilly made the discovery 
that triggered the Dunstan 
gold rush on August 24, 
1862.

Authentically dressed, lug- 
ging swags and weilding 
shovels, picks and pans, they 
rushed into dig, watched by 
scores of spectators. At right 
are some of the rugged 
miners on the march. 


Thousands of people from all 
over the South Island converged 
on Clyde and Alexandra in Sep- 
tember to see the Dunstan Gold 
Rush Centennial celebrations and 
the Blossom Festival. There were 
processions, a banquet and a re- 
enactment of the 1862 gold rush. 
And there was one part of the 
Dunstan celebrations which cap- 
tured the whole country’s atten- 
tion—the 104-mile horseback jour- 
ney from Dunedin to Clyde by 
Mr John McArthur. Bearded and 
dressed in the habit of a century 
ago, Mr McArthur repeated the 
journey of exactly 100 years 
before by Sir William Fraser 
when he realised his Earnscleugh 
Station was in the midst of the 
diggings.

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Nearly all the plants in the Fiordland National 
Park are true New Zealanders—they are unknown 
outside this country. The nearest relations to the 
members of our flora are to be found as often in 
South America as in Tasmania and Southern 
Australia. There are also plants that suggest more 
northern connections such as the perching orchids, 
dendrobium and earina, which grow on the limbs 
of trees or upon rocks. The great mountain butter- 
cup, often two or three feet tall, is rightly the most 
famous of New Zealand's alpine flowers. The 
blooms are at their best well before Christmas, 
but the great glossy leaves are striking at any 
season. Another privilege for the springtime visitor 
is the mass of waxy bells on bushes of gaultheria. 
These are usually low and sprawling, but in the 
shelter of forest they may be several feet high. 
Large white daisies are found all through the 
summer. The native gentians flower in autumn 
and they, too, are white, but the plentiful little 
alpine harebell is often tinged with blue. There 
are also three ourisias with lop-sided corollas, and 
gardeners will recognise their relationship to the 
cultivated nemesia. Several familiar plants are 
replaced in the mountains by allied species. Moun- 
tain cabbage trees are shorter in the trunk and 
broader in the leaf than lowland ones. Mountain 
tutu dies down to the ground each winter and 
produces attractively bronzed new growth in the 
spring. Mountain flax is smaller and its capsules 
hang down, and mountain lancewood is also 
smaller than its lowland counterpart.

A novel feature of Festival Week last year was the traction engine 
rally held near Mosgiel. More than 20,000 people went to watch the 
fun in the events for the 15 traction engines and the variety of other 
activities.
